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“Open Shop” War Is Seen. * 
The building under Génstruction id de- 
signed to cover half an acte of ground 2 8 
joining the Pan Handle rafiroad tracks. It 
ie intended for the manufacture of farm trac- 
tion engines and other electric harvester ma- 
chinery. The explosion occurred eariy yes- 
terday morning, but news of it did not come 
out till late in the day. The damage, it is 
feared, will set construction work back sev- 
eral weeks. The damage ie estimated at 
$2,000. 

The building is being erected direct by the 
International Harvester company, under the 
supervision of Supt: McRae. THis, in the 
view of the police, eliminates the possibility 
of the explosion originating from labor trou- 
bles with local eontractors. The fact also 
that shipments of structural bridge and other 
steel from the same concern have been blown 
up by dynamite in Chicago several times pré- 
vidusly, ihdicates that the open shop ana 
nonunion polley of the concern have brought 
union sympathizers to declare war on its 
products. 

About u yar ago several tons of bridge steel 
from ti concern were bloWh up by dyna- 
mite at One Hundred and Dighth street and 
the Calumet tiver. Similar outrages against 
the products of the Lupton mill have been 
committed in various parts of the country 
during the last two years. 

The ubexpleded dynamite at the harvester 
plant Was found early in the day by B. F. 
MoGurh, chief of the expheive bureau of 
the fire department, who was notified by the 
police. He took the sticks to the quarry yard 

at the bridewell. The explosive was made 
by. the Atna Powder company and the police 
are making an investigation to determine 
where it was bought and who the purchasers 
were. 


Detectives Hunt fer Clews, 

The culprite must have sneaked into the 
grounds and placed the dynamite under the 
steel some time between 6 and 11 p. m. 
Workmen employed on the bullding said they 
are certain there was no éxplo#ive on the 
ground at 6 o'clock in the evening. Wiliam 
Ross, night watchman, who went on duty at 
that time, said he patrolled the grounds 
all evening and did dot see or bear any ons 
on the premises. 

Ross escaped injury from flying: piéées of 
broken steel by running across the railroad 
tracks. He notifie@? Supt. McRae, who hur- 
ried to the scene. 

Lieut. Gorman of the Brighton Park sta- 
tion detalled & s0ore of detectives in search 
ot clews that will lead to the capture of the 
perpetrators of the outrage.

During the day friends of Browne made 
a close study of the jury corruption statute 
and expressed the apinion that Mr. Wayman 
had no case against Maloy because the 
alleged attempted tampering was too re- 
mote.

fined not exceeding $1,000 and confined in 
the county jail not exceeding one year.“

Rebuilding Italian Town.

ARBONARA, Apulia, Italy, May 5.—At 
Bari I was in the center pf the emigra- 
tion district. Here I am surrounded by 
emigrants. The town is redolent of men 
who have been in Chicago and wives 
whose husbands are in Chicago. As I looked 
| over the broad plain about Bari the other day 
‘frem the church tower I could see towns on 
overy side except toward the sea. All lie within 
the zone of intense cultivation, the land of the 
little proprietor, of social foment, ot danger, 
the land of wie new order of things. It all 
comes true in Carbonara. Carbonara is one of 
twenty towns in this vicinity with v .emi- 
gration to «ie United States, which e Chi- 
cago their objective point.

In the corner is an opening to a cistern below 
the floor, fed by water from the roof. On the 
table is a small soft:stone image of Christ. On 
the whitewashed walls are five chromos of re- 
ligious subjects. The widow's clothes hang on 
zn bit of line stretched across a corner of the 
room. This is the home of a poor woman, and 
for a South Italian home it is clean. Things 
seem to be in their proper places, 

In many houses the basement is used for 
storage or as a stable The room above: is 
entered by three or four stone steps from the 
street. Here also the floor is cement. The 
amount of furniture depends on the means of 
the owner. In some houses, especially in those 
built by returnéd emigrants, there are several 
pieces of well made furniture, even a sugges- 
tion of luxury.

The season has been back- 
ward, but nothing more, and there is every 
reason to beMeve the fall trade of the retali 
merchant will be ae brisk as usual. 

“When the merchant gets into his fan 
business in earnest he will realize that he 
has made a mistake in curtailing his orders 
to the manufacturer and wholesaler. Then 
he will come in with a hurry-up call only to 
find that he has nothing to pick from except 
a few sises and lots carried every year to flu 
broken lots. 

Start Soon with Spring Lines. 

“ By that time it will be impossible for 
manufacturer to work on orders for 
goods. The manufacturers’ fall stocks are 
run down early in August and the salesmen 
start out on the road in the middle of the 
month with the lines for the spring of 1011. 
The making of spring goods must be started 
in August and before thie can be done the 
fall stock must be cleared out. 

“Samples of spring atyles will be ready 
for showing by the first of August.” 


Wheat Loss Reviewed by Northwestern 
Miller. 


Omaha, Neb., July 7.~The greater portion 
of Nebraska received a good soaking today, 
in some places the precipitation reaching two 
inches.
